T is a difficult matter to estimate with any degree of accu- 
racy the exact value of good roads. We know that good 
roads are a tremendous economic asset, but so many factors

enter into the benefits derived from improved highways that! 
it is almost impossible to translate their value into terms of | 


dollars and cents. 

This gives all the more interest to a recent compilation 
of Harvey M. Toy, chairman of the California Highway Com- 
mission. The California state authorities have just com- 
pleted a hard-surfaced road between Redding and Duns- 
muir on the Pacific Highway. The new road reduces the dis- 
tance from 65 to 58.5, which amounts to 10 per cent. It 
reduces the maximum grades somewhat. 

Basing his figures on the traffic being carried over 
this road at the present time, Mr. Toy estimates that the 
mileage and grades saved will reduce operating expenses 
of motorists—that is, fuel, tires and general wear and 
tear—by $183,000 per year. This amounts to 5 per cent. 
on $3,600,000, which will pay for the cost of building the 
road. And these figures, please note, do not include the 
element of time saved, which may be a very large factor 
in the value of a highway.

Higher Compressions 


ROPHESYING in the automotive industry is a risky 
business. So many near miracles have come to pass that 
what seems a certainty for tomorrow may happen today or 
not at all. Nevertheless it seems to be a certainty that auto- 
mobile engines of a not distant future will have much higher 
compression ratios and be relatively much more efficient than 
those we have now. 

The appearance of a number of new anti-knock 
petroleum base fuels and the fact that any fuel with an 
alcohol base could be used under much higher compres- 
sion makes it reasonably sure that the high-compression 
engine is to be a development of the immediate future. 
The net result will be double the accomplishment for a 
given quantity of fuel and the conservation of what may 
be a diminishing fuel supply. Also our engineers will be 
filled with delight to show just what they can do under 
favorable conditions. They have always wanted to build 
high compression, high efficiency engines, but the qual- 
ity of the fuel would not allow it.

New York, Sept. 10.—The Amer-

AUTO EXECUTIVES 
STUDY INSURANCE 


Results of Chrysler Plan 
Are Being Carefully 
Watched 


Detroit, Sept. 10.—Increasing 
importance is being given to the 
subject of insurance in the auto- 
mobile industry and manufacturers 
are carefully studying the plan put 
into effect by the Chrysler com- 
pany. 

While many executives are dubi- 
ous as to the applicability of the 
Chrysler plan of insurance service 
they are of the opinion that some 
definite arrangement of this char- 
acter by their individual companies 
is necessitated because of such 
highly competitive selling condi- 
tions as have been created by tho 
downward revision of prices, 

The concentration upon reduc- 
tion of selling costs to a greater 
extent than ever before in the 
history of the industry is focusing 
interest upon insurance charges. 
The insurance problem is being 
emphasized by the _ fact that 
economies must be effected in sell- 
ing and financing costs in order to 
meet competition and to maintain 
large scale production, since certain 
raw materials are on the upward 
trend, notably rubber. 

Automobile executives are study- 
ing the results of the Chrysler plan 
and it is predicted that other com- 
panies may adopt methods of their 
own for attaining the same results 
that are contemplated in that plan.

AERIAL MOTOR 


Air - Cooled Engine Is 
Being Constructed for 
Barling Bomber 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 10.—An 
air-cooled 2,400-horsepower  air- 
plane engine for the government is 
now under construction at the plant 
of the Allison Engineering Com- 
pany, the plan being to use the 
power plant to propel the famous 
Barline bombing airplane, said to 
be the largest machine of the air. 

While details of the huge power 
plant are not revealed by govern- 
ment officials, it is known that it 
will be an X-type motor, with 
four banks of six cylinders, two in- 
verted and two upright.

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‘Seek Uniform Rules on 
Automobile Headlights

_ WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—As the result of an exhaustive

series of experiments and an 


investigation of various state 


: Jaws, the Federal Bureau of Standards has completed a com- 
prehensive survey of the problem of automotive headlighting, 

‘with the recommendation that manufacturers supply’ head- 
lights which can be more easily and permanently adjusted 
and: that state highway commissions reach an agreement 
upon a uniform law covering the subject. 


The bureau recommends a nation-© 


‘wide: educational campaign de- 
signed, first, to provide adjustment 
facilities; second, to get motorists 
to use these facilities, and third, 
to-insist on strict law enforcement. 
To start such a campaign, it is 
pointed out, the leading men in the 
eommunity representing garages, 
ear dealers, motor clubs, safety 
committees, enforcement officials, 
ehambers of commerce, and civic 
ehabs should be called together in 
conference and the problem out- 
lined and. discussed.

St. PAUL, Sept. 10.—What is expected to develop into a 
door-to-door motor truck service for less than carload freight 
in the Twin Cities will be started September 15 by the Great 
Northern Railway in co-operation with large shipping con- 
cerns and a Minneapolis motor truck company. ° 


Other leading railroads are ex- 
pected to inaugurate similar sys- 
tems soon. 

The plan contemplates sorting of 
1. c. 1. freight at Twin Cities rail- 
road terminals directly into trucks, 
which will haul it to box cars 
Scheduled “direct to destination,” 
thus eliminating much of the “ped- 
dling” of small amounts of freight 
from one car to several stations and 
saving from six to twenty-four 
hours in time required to get loaded 
cars of Twin Cities freight moving 
toward destinations. 

This system will lead soon, it is 
believed, to door-to-door freight 
service—collection of small freight 
shipments by railroad ‘belt line” 
trucks for delivery direct to ‘‘des- 
tination” cars. It will eliminate 
promiscuous dumping of freight 
into cars at Twin‘ Cities terminals, 
reassorting of shipments at trans- 
fer yards or other clearing points, 
and the waste of time required now 
to move freight from one car to 
platform and into another car. 

It is the opening wedge in a cam- 
paign in which other railroads have 
joined with the Great Northern to 
combat the shori-haul motor truck- 
ing competition. Freight trucking 
in Minnescta has developed so rap- 
id!y in the past year that 22 truck 
line companies now move 500 tons 
of freight daily into and out of St. 
Faul and Minneapolis alone. All 
this business they have taken from 
the railroads.

Topeka, Kan., Sept. 10.—-A gen- 
eral increase all along the line in 
the automobile truck and passen- 
ger uuto business is indicated by 
registration figures for 1925 as 
compared with figures covering the 
first three quarters of 1924. At 
the same time the same figures 
show a general decline in the 
motorcycle business. 

There are now 2,440 auto and 
truck dealers in the state and there

People Likely to Gain 
Millions as Result + 
Of Controversy 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 10.—The 
probable acceptance by the ‘Inter 
state Commerce Commission of 
Examiner Charles R. Séal’s recom- 
mendations, following an investi- 
gation extending over two years in 
the Southwestern oil controversy, 
will mean that Indiana oil consum- 
ers will reap millions of dollarsjin 
savings through reduced freight 
rates on gasoline, refined oils, 
crude, fuel and gas oils. This 
statement was made by George H. 
Mosser, manager of the Indiana 
State Chamber of Commerce, which 
has been active in the investigg- 
tion. : 

Indiana oil consumers, Mr. Mos- 
ser said, are certain to win the 
great Southwestern oil freight rate 
case, as indicated by the recom- 
mendations of Examiner Seal that 
the rates be reduced. Material re- 
ductions have already been made 
as far as the Oklahoma and Kansas 
fields are concerned, these reduc- 
tions going into effect last May 25. 
At the time of a temporary order 
in the Indiana case, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission stated, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mosser, that when 
the Southwestern oil investigation 
was completed Indiana would re- 
ceive additional benefits by being 
placed on a basis with whatever 
adjustment was made for the en- 
tire midcontinent field to Chicago 
and Milwaukee. 

Under the examiner’s recom- 
mendations, fuel, crude and gas 
oil will be 80 per cent. of the re- 
fimed gasoline scale, or 29 cents 
per 100 pounds from the Okla- 
homa field to Chicago, a reduction 
of one-half cent. Traffig attorneys 





aminer Seal’s recommendations: to 
mean that all cities and towns on 
or west of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road from Chicago through Wini- 
mac, Kokomo and Anderson, 
thence on the line of the Big Four 
south to Louisville, will receive the 
Chicago rate, which is a reduction 
of four cents on gasoline and re- 
fined oils from Oklahoma points. 
The present rate is 42 cents per 
100. pounds. 

Rates in midcontinent field be- 
came chaotic and many complaints 
were filed by other sections of the 
country, Mr. Mosser said, about 
three years ago, which resulted in 
the Interstate Commission ordering 
an investigation. The Indiana 
rate case became distinctive be- 
cause it asked for the greatest re- 
duction. When the original re- 
duction was asked by the state 
Chamber of Commrece, the rail- 
{roads retaliated with a new rate 
lscale which would have added 
more than $1,500,000 annually to 
their receipts. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission rejected the 
proposal for increased rates.

play of tle new models, and signs 
invited the visitor to enter and 
inspect. The ensuing sales of 
Chevrolets directly traceable to 
the initial showing in Detroit far 
outnumbered the sales in New 
York. Thus is emphasized that 
no maiter how interesting and 
attractive a display may be, if it 
be teo prominent in the windows 
it prevents entrance to the store 
and diminishes sales. ’ 

Thereafter the Chevrolet Motor 
Company's New York store prof- 
ited by the experience, and when 
elaborate scenes were created 
they were not tall enough to 
obscure the showroom. Mr. 
Mills observed that even when 
proportionately reduced to fit the 
size of the dealer, the type of 
window display that the Chevro- 
let Motor Company has success- 
fully used in its larger show- 
rooms is too costly for the av- 
erage merchandiser. ‘The elab- 
orate window display is too heavy 
a burden for the small or aver- 
age dealer,’ declares Mr. Mills. 

Small Dealer’s Display 

He indorses, however, the use 
of institutional advertising in 
window displays for the factory 
branch or large distributor. His 
branch has done a lot of it dur- 
ing the past few years. But the 
object in this case is not so much 
to create direct sales as to im- 
press the passerby favorably with 
the product so that he will be 
influenced toward buying from 
his local dealer. ven with in- 
stitutional displays, however, the 
company has found that it can- 
not afford to sacrifice the open 
view of its showroom by block- 
ing its windows entirely. 

The ideal display for the ave- 
rage dealer is described by Mr. 
Mills in this way:— 

“The ‘window display of the 
small‘ dealer should be such that 
it will call the attention’ of the 
observer into the shewroom to 
the cars displayed there, and it

should carry an appeal for an 
immediate purchase of the wares 
displayed, whether cars or ac- 
cessories, and should carry a real 
buying message that creates de- 
sire. For the average car dealer, 
the accessory display that brings 
the customer into the showroom 
to make a small purchase is one 
of the best feeders to larger sales 
and car sales later on. It gets 
the customer accustomed to en- 
tering the salesroom and makes 
him acquainted with the sales- 
men.” 


Ford Has Clock 
Department 








Time is an important element 
to the Ford Motor Company. 
With its many divisions and 
ramifications, the big concern 
must have its operations pro- 
ceed on exact schedules. That 
this may be possible it is neces- 
sary to have timepieces through- 
out the organization carefully 


. Synchronized. 


What might be called a spe- 
cial clock department is em- 
ployed for this work. It con- 
sists of a watchmaker and a 
corps of clock men. They repair 
and regulate the timepieces in 
the factories, the mills and 
mines, the ships and the rail+ 
road. Clocks are also adjusted 
at Ford headquarters in Dear- 
born and are then sent abroad 
to keep accurate time in the 
foreign plants. 

Watches. used on the Ford 
railroad are adjusted constantly 
by the watchmaker. The many 
clocks in the Highland Park 
and River Rouge plants that 
register the comings and goings 
of employees are taken care of 
by the clock men, so that all ‘will 
tick in unison. 

The standards by which the 
timepieces are set consist of 
four chronometers and two mas- 
ter clocks which are checked 
daily by radio.

Major Malcolm Parrott, presi- 
dent of the exchange, says that 
the plan is working wonderfully 
well. “Speaking for myself,” 
said Major Parrett, “I am satis- 
fied with’ the results of the ex- 
change for the first three months. 
The exchange has sold for me 
more used cars than I would 
have sold myself.”’ 

Helps Dealcrs 

One of the outstanding 
tures of the exchange which ap- 
peals perhaps more strongly to 
the dealer than any other is the 
fact that it immediately saves 
him from the necessity of selling 
used cars. It enables him to de- 
vote his entire force, his entire 
garage and his entire time to the 
sale of new cars. A person who 


fea- 


has a used car to turn in sim- 
ply takes it to the exchange, 
where it is appraised. The own- 


er is given a certificate for the 
amount of the appraisal. The 
value of this certificate is the 
same, no matter what make of 
car the holder purchases, 

In other words, the allowance 
he gets for this car at the ex- 
change would be the same 
whether he is purchasing a Ford 
or a Rolls-Royce. And right here 
is where many an owner has 
registered a_ kick. While ad- 
mittedly there has never been a 
sound reason for it, it seems al- 
ways to have been taken for 
granted that a person would re- 
ceive more for his car if a higher- 
priced car was purchased. In 
other words, the person who was 
turning in a car and purchasing 


a new car figured on cutting in 
on the dealer’s profit. It is not 
questioned that the exchange 


does eliminate this very thing

The First Mack Bus 
THE first Mack was built in 
1900 in the Mack Brothers’ 
wagon shop in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
The only available machinery 
were the woodworking tools and 
blacksmithing equipment with 
which carriage shops were sup- 
plied. This original ancestor of 
the present large and thriving 
Mack family was a bus, and was 
operated for a long time on a 
sightseeing route in Brooklyn. 
From this modest beginning 
has grown the International Mo- 
tor Company of today, manufac- 
turers of trucks, buses, fire- 
fighting equipment and gasoline 
rail cars:. The little wagon shop 
has: given .place to three huge 
plants at.New Brunswick and 
Plainfield, N. J., and Allentown, 








Pa., with a combined floor space 
of over 1,728,000 square feet and 
many thousands of dollars’ 
worth of machine equipment. In 
addition the company muintairs 
83 factory branches in the piin- 
cipal cities. 

In forming the International 
Motor Company the Mack com- 


pany was combined in 1911 with 
two other pioneer truck build- 
ers, Saurer and Hewitt. Fea- 


tures of each of the thvee trucks 
were pooled and the present 
Mack chassis evolved. The four 
cycle, four-cylinder Mack verti- 
cal engine was standardized then 
and has persisted till today with 
the same general design. 
Prior to that time 
types of power plants were used 
in the Mack. At different periods 


various 


single cylinder horizontal, two- 
cylinder opposed and eight 
cylinder V-type engines were 


tried. 

Mack has been from the start 
one of the conspicuous leaders in 
the commercial car field, and its 
success has come from a far- 
sighted exploitation of the com- 
mercial vehicle.

Paper Used to Separate 
Colors in Lacquer Jobs 


SERVICE men who do;lacquer 
refinishing jobs will be inter- 
ested in the methods used by the 
\ldsmobile plant in painting 
bodies with Duco where two col- 
ors are applied. 
In order to do a two-color job 


~ 


it is necessary to cover the por-} 


tion of the body already painted, 
since Duco is applied with an air 
brush or spray gun, and it is im- 
possible to direct the spray so as 
to make a fine line of demarca- 
tion between two areas. 

Engineers at the Oldsmobile 
plant conceived the idea of cov- 
ering one section of the body 
with brown paper, the even edge 
of the paper providing for the 
desired sharp line of separation 
between any two colors. 

The first step in finishing Olds- 
mobile bodies is a _ thorough 
cleansing of the body and the 
painting of the interior. Then an 
oxide metal primer is applied to 
the body, after which it is dried 
over night in an oven with a 
temperature of 150 degrees. 
Putty glazé is next applied and 
the body is again dried in an 
oven, this time with a tempera- 


ture of 165 degrees. A sand sur- 
face is then applied with an air 
gun and the body is rubbed 
down with water and sandpaper. 
Spot putty comes next, and the 
body is dried thoroughly to re- 
move all traces of moisture. Now 
the body is ready for color and a 
ground coat is given it. 

When two colors are to be ap- 
plied, the lower part of the body 
is given four coats of Duco., 
When this has dried, a wide strip 
of common brown paper is past- 

ed over the Duco and the upper 
part of the body receives four 
coats in.the other color. The 
sharp edge of the paper makes a 
definite line between the two 
colors. The paper, when it has 
served its purpose, is readily re- 
moved by wetting. 

When the whole body, with its 
four coats, has dried, it is rubbed 
with fine sand paper, of the 
Same texture as that used by 
dentists in polishing teeth. A 
coat of “thinner,”’ colorless 
when applied to the two-colored 
finish, is now added. Polishing 
and stripping complete the pic- 
ture. *
